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PORTLAND IS THE KING OF BIKING, BUT CHICAGO MAKES THE TOP 5

NEW YORK With the most cyclists per capita and even coffee shops 
that cater to two-wheelers, Portland, Ore., has been named Ameri- 
ca’s best cycling city, according to a new ranking released Monday 

It knocked Minneapolis, which was tops in 2010, to second place, 
followed by Boulder, Colo.; Washington, D.C.; and Chicago. 

“No other city in the United States has more cyclists per capita,” 
according to Bicycling magazine, which compiled the list of the 
top 50 best cycling cities. 

Although cycling culture is thriving in Minneapolis and Boulder 
boasts the second-highest percentage of bike commuters in the U.S., 
Portland scored top points in the ranking that evaluated bike culture 
in cities with 95,000 or more residents. 

The magazine, which used data from the Alliance for Biking and 
Walking and the League of American Bicyclists, also looked at the 
number and quality of bike lanes, racks, routes and bicycling proj- 
ects, cyclist-friendly cafes, as well as how many residents commute 
by bike and cycling clubs and events. 

New York City, which will launch the largest bike share system in 
the country this summer, came in seventh, followed by San Fran- 
cisco at No. 8. 

Memphis was named the most improved city for bicycling.

The stop is the second station the CTA 
has opened in three weeks after years with- 
out new stations. The Oakton-Skokie Tellow 
Line stop debuted in Skokie last month. 

There are some very fancy amenities at the 
Morgan stop. Platforms are covered to shield 
riders from harsh weather. There also is a 
covered walkway above the tracks so riders 
can transfer between platforms amid beauti- 
ful views of Chicago’s skyline. 

The electronic displays are not the typical 
large stand-alone TV screens at some CTA 
stations. They are smaller and hang from 
the platform covering. GP didn’t notice any 
advertisements on the electronic displays 
Friday 

The bike parking spaces outside the sta- 
tionhouse are not the standard racks. Riders 
can lock their bikes to stands fashioned as 
loops and other interesting shapes. 

The CTA estimates the station cost 
$38 million for design and construction. 
When the city broke ground on the project 
two years ago, officials said $30 milHon in tax 
increment financing— money intended to 
promote redevelopment in certain areas in 
the city— would help pay for the station. 

The remainder of the funding comes from 
federal and state grants, according to the 
CTA. Final costs will not be known until 
finishing details are complete. 


Some people have anxiously been awaiting 
the station’s arrival. 

Roger Romanclli, executive director of the 
Randolph-Fulton Market Association, said 
his economic development group has been 
pushing for the station for the past decade. A 
Green Line stop nearby at I lalsted and Lake 
streets was shuttered in the mid-1990s.

Very 
critical for them to have that public transpor- 
tation option,” Romanelli said. 

A grand opening ceremony for the Morgan 
stop is expected in the next few weeks.

The secret to 
landing a job 

It^s the time of year when spirited 
young women and men graduate 
from the joyous, beer-soaked, 
afternoon-napping-allowed 
world of college and enter the 
soul-crushing, coffee-soaked, 
afternoon-napping-frowned-up on 
world of work. 

I kid, of course— graduates, youll love the real world! 
(No, you won’t. ... Return to school immediately T 
haven’t had fun in 20 years. PLEASE TAKE ME WITH 
YOU!!) 

As most of you know, the first post-graduation step 
is to get the throw-up off the shoes you rented for your 
graduation ceremony The next is to get a job, which is 
unfortunate because there aren’t quite as many of those 
as there used to be. 

I consulted with job search experts and business own- 
ers to come up with some pragmatic tips for young job 
seekers— not the “add some zazz to your resume!” or 
“make sure to wear a power tie” type of advice. Concrete, 
sensible stuff that fits the modern business world. 

Tom Walter is head of a company called Tasty Catering 
and co-author of the upcoming book “It’s My Company 
Too!” He said the vast majority of companies that are hir- 
ing are smaller ones with fewer than 500 employees. Yet 
many college graduates still are being taught job search 
and interview approaches tailored for large, monolithic 
corporations. 

Smaller businesses, Walter said, tend to look for em- 
ployees they believe will fit into the company’s culture— 
they’re “hiring for attitude.” 

“If you’re looking for a job, you don’t want to just take 
something that comes along,” he said. “Tbu need to find a 
place that matches your core values. That’s a place where 
you’ll be recognized, and that’s a place where you’ll have a 
better chance of getting hired.” 

This requires research. Simply applying for every job 
you hear about isn’t going to get it done. You need to take 
some time, reflect on what inspires you, talk to people 
in the field about what they do and then start finding 
companies that match your desires. 

“What they should do is investigate the company and 
deeply dive into it and figure out if their personal skills 
and values line up,” Walter said. ‘Ask about the culture, 
ask about core values, ask about how they measure your 
performance. 

“We had this young man come in here once for an in- 
terview, and he knew about our culture and he said what 
was important to him was that he be respected from the 
day he starts working. That was clearly a differentiator. 
That stood out.” 

That young man got the job. 

So the lesson here is that before you find work, you’ve 
got to do work. And if it goes right, you’ll wind up in a job 
that’s a good fit, which is a rare feat for a person just out 
of college.

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CHICAGO EMERGES OK 
AFTER NATO SUMMIT

Once again, the whole world was watching. 
But Chicago didn't devolve into 1968 redux. It 
wasnY the combustible World 'IVade Organi- 
zation meeting in Seattle, either. 

By that barometer, Chicago's turn as host 
of the NA'rO summit could be declared a suc- 
cess* 

Protests got rowdy but not wildly out of 
hand* Security was tight but the city wasn't on 
lockdown, allowing the business of the sum- 
mit to proceed* Commuters were inconve- 
nienced but by and large could get where they 
needed to go — and many decided where they 
needed to go was nowhere near downtown. 

In the end, the summit proved a one- 


wcekend blip on the radar of a major urban 
metropolis used to crowds, conventions, dig- 
nitaries and hoopla. 

Mayor limanuel hailed it as a “milestone” 
for the city on par with other history-making 
events. 

“By hosting NA'l'O and the NA'l'O sum- 
mit, we have reinforced, reaffirmed and re- 
vitalized Chicago's role on the world stage,” 
Emanuel declared Monday, his first public 
comments in four days. “While Chica^ has 
the title of second city because of the NATO 
summit, we've shown the world that we are a 
world-class, first-class city” 

It will be weeks or even months before any- 
one can hit a total button on the economic 
costs or benefits of the gathering to the city* 
David Vite, president and CEO of the Il- 
linois Retail Merchants Association, said all 
the face time Chicago was getting on TV 


around the world could lead to a payoff in 
the long term. But Vite also noted that retail 
activity appeared to slow to a crawl in the 
part of the city nearest the summit. 

“While we don't have any numbers ... for 72 
hours it was not a great business weekend,” 
Vite said. 

Chicago's existing global profile was under- 
scored by two of the targets that anti-NA'i'O 
protesters chose to focus their ire on Monday: 
'I'he international headquarters of aerospace 
giant Boeing, and the rc-clection headquar- 
ters of the leader of the free world, President 
Obama* 

As part of his closing remarks at the sum- 
mit, Obama acknowledged that Chicago resi- 
dents may have bad di fficulties getting around 
because of road closures, delegation motor- 
cades and street protests, but said “that's part 
of the price of being a world city.” 


5 charged 
in melee at 
restaurant

Five men have been charged in con- 
nection with a mob attack at the Ash- 
ford House Restaurant on Saturday in 
Tinley Park, officials said. 

The melee at the restaurant appears 
to have been the work of protesters 
who wanted to attack a gathering of 
alleged white supremacists, the mayor 
and a law enforcement source said 
previously 

Tinley Park PoHce Chief Steve 
Neubauer said all five men are charged 
with aggravated battery mob action 
and criminal damage to property In 
bond court Monday bail was set at 
$250,000 for one man, $200,000 for 
another, and $175,000 for the rest. 
Their next court date is set for June 12. 

Two men who were with the group 
that was targeted during the attack 
also were arrested, Neubauer said. 

In court, prosecutors said the vic- 
tims were members of the Illinois 
European Heritage Association. 
Neubauer would not discuss whether 
they were part of a white supremacist 
group. 

Ten people were injured at the Ash- 
ford House Restaurant at 7959 W. 
159th St. after 15 to 18 young people, 
wearing hooded black jackets and 
wielding bats and hammers, burst in- 
side and attacked another group of 12 
to 15 people who were meeting there, 
officials said. 

Mayor Ed Zabrocki said police be- 
lieve the attackers were from a group 
called Anti-Racist Action, which on 
its website described the assault as a 
strike against a gathering of white su- 
premacists.

NATO confirms plan for 
Afghanistan wind-down 


D NAI'O mapped an “irreversible” 
course out of Alghanistan on Monday, 
but President Obama admitted the Western 
alliance^s plan to end the deeply unpopular 
war m 2014 was fraught with risk. 

A landmark NAIO summit in Chicagp 
endorsed an exit strategy that calls tor 
handing control of Afghanistan to its own 
security forces by the middle of next year but 
left major questions unanswered about how 
to prevent a slide into chaos and a Taliban 
resurgence after alLed troops are gone. 

TTie two-day meeting of the 28 -nation 
military bloc marked a milestone in a war

Sox rookies 
bloom in pen

About a year ago, Addison Reed still hadn't 
made the 7 1/2-hour 
drive from Class A Win- 
ston-Salem to Double- 
A Birmingham, where 
Nate Jones and Hector 
Santiago were polishing 
their skills. 

But in a span of 6 1/2 
weeks, the three have 
developed into more 
than just rookies happy 
to make the White Sox’s 
opening-day roster. 

“It’s exciting for us 
because it’s been more 
than a few games you 
see us pitch the seventh, eighth and ninth in- 
nings with rookies out there,” pitching coach 
Don Cooper said. ‘And I don’t know if there’s 
any other bullpen that has [three] rookies. 
But it’s fun to watch them succeed.” 

They’re learning in different stages. Reed, 
23, has become the Sox’s unofficial closer and 
has converted four saves in as many chances. 
He has been unscored upon in 15 of 16 appear- 
ances. 

After losing the closer role, Santiago, 24, 
hasn’t allowed a run in his last five outings. 
And Jones— the only one without prior 
major-league experience— has a 1.33 ERA in 
15 games and is pitching in more prominent 
situations. 

“Coop and [bullpen coach] Juan Nieves 
have challenged me mentally to attack the 
strike zone,” said Jones, 26. “I’ve taken to that 
as my No. i goal. It doesn’t matter what the 
score or situation is in the game.” 

The biggest endorsement of the threesome 
comes from catcher A.J. Pierzynski, who said 
the rookies have benefited from having vet- 
eran relievers Matt Thornton and Jesse Crain 
as mentors. 

“They belong here, and it’s fun to watch 
and see those guys get better and mature in 
front of your eyes,” Pierzynski said.
